CHE  Women's  Antiquarian  Society  of  Montreal 
begs  to  announce  that  on  Tuesday,   Januarj^   i8th, 
1898,  a  Historical  and  Costume  Reception  and  Ball 
will  be  given  in  the  Windsor  Hall. 

The  Ball  has  been  designed  with  a  hope  of  creating, 
in  the  citizens  of  Montreal,  a  personal  interest  in  their 
valuable  legacy  from  the  past,  the  Chateau  de  Ramezay, 
and  with  a  desire  to  revive  for  one  night  the  Chateau's 
traditions  passed  on  from  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth 
centur}^  to  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth,  by  a  long  and 
illustrious  line  of  French  and  English  governors. 

CosTUMEvS. — The  guiding  idea  is  the  reproduction  of 
dresses  w^orn  by  people  who  lived  in,  or  were  connected 
with,  the  Chateau  from  1705  to  1820.  Later  costumes 
which  approximate  to  modern  are  not  recommended.  The 
plan  includes  : 

French:    Louis  XIV.,   XV.,   XVI. 

English  :    George  III.  and  the  Regency. 

American  :  New  England  Colonial  ;  New  York  Colo- 
nial ;   and  Revolutionary  Periods. 

Canadian  :    Indian,  Trapper  or  "  Voyageur,"   Peasant. 

Military  Uniforms  (of  prescribed  periods)  :  French, 
English,  Highland  Scotch,  Continental  Army. 

Judges  :  in  costume  of  office. 


While  historical  costumes  are  strongly  recommended, 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  do  not  desire  to  appear  in  such, 
may  appear  in  *'  poudre,"  and  militia  officers  in  uniform. 

Additional. —  Representations  of  persons  notable  in 
Canadian  history,  resident  in  France,  Canada  or  Acadia 
from  the  discovery  (1535)  to  1820. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  illustrating  the  history- 
of  Canada  by  groups  made  up  of  distinguished  people  with 
their  families  and  retinues. 

Anyone  wishing  to  form  a  historical  group  or  take 
part  in  one,  or  to  represent  any  of  the  admissible  historical 
characters,  is  requested  to  send  name  and  address  to 
Ball  Committee. 

As  limitations  of  space  compel  the  limitation  of  the 
number  of  guests,  intending  subscribers  are  requested  to 
make  an  early  application  for  tickets  and,  if  convenient,  to 
indicate  their  proposed  costume.
